A significant Increase of agricultural production can, cvnlv 
be achieved in connection with a i economically sound revision of * 
prices for agricultural products & Since September 1953 for example, 
the state has payed 25 to 30 rubles per 100 kg of grain delivered 
within the framework of obligatory delivery quotas and 85 to. 125 
ruble© per 100 kg for additional purchases. She- prices for obligatory 
deliveries remain considerably below prime costa, of the kolkhozes. 

. In 1956 * the state drew soma 39 million tons of grain i.e. 72 
percent of the total crop, from the kolkhozes. Of these 39 million 
tons* some 16 i 5 mill tons or 42 * 3 percent war® delivered to the 
UTS as pay- mi in kind* some 16.
